Fox  some  time  students  of  So¬ 
cial  Science  have  been  calling  at¬ 
tention  to  the  fact  that  per  capita 
*’  income  and  per  capita  wealth  for 
Southern  regions  are  much  lower 
than  for  the  nation  as  a  whole. 
The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to 
consider  briefly  some  of  the  fore 
es  which  will  require  serious 
changes  in  Southern  economic  life 
if  these  indices  of  prosperity  are 
not  to  lag  still  farther  behind  na¬ 
tional  averages. 

Dependence  on  Cotton 
In  the  past  the  South  has  de¬ 
pended  chiefly  on  cotton  for  itf 
inedne  and  sixty  per  cent  of  all 
cotton  produced  was  raised  for  ex- 
port  purposes.  With  the  rise  of 
economic  nationalism  the  south- 
‘  ern  monopoly  of  the  cotton  mar¬ 
kets  of  the  wodd  was  brought  to 
a  close.  Great  Britian,  India,  Bra- 
zil,  China,  and  Russia  have  become 
<1  J  serious  rivals  of  the  Southern  cot-

AS  YOU  GO  TO  THE  POLLS 

We're  having  an  election  on  the  campus.  Yes,  it's  just 
a  mock  election,  but  the  purpose  behind  it  is  no  mockery. 
How  many  of;  you  as  you  go  to  the  polls  on  the  first  Tues¬ 
day  after  the  first  Monday  in  November  will  cast  your  vote 
for  the  man  whom  you  honestly  believe  best-equipped  to 
serve  as  president  of  the  United  States?  And  how  many 
of  those  who  think  you  are  voting  for  the  best  man  have 
adequate  basis  for  your  conviction? 

/The  History  Club  and  the  other  campus  organizations  are 
cloing  a  definitely  worth-while  piece  of  work  in  staging  this 
election— they  have  placed  before  the  student  body  the  can¬ 
didates,  their  backgrounds  of  education,  former  political  ex¬ 
perience,  their  platforms.,'  It  has  been  pointed  out  who  is 
eligible  to  vote  and  under  what  conditions.  We  have  regis¬ 
tered  and  paid  our  poll  tax.  Yet  how  much  of  the  informa¬ 
tion  has  really  made  any  impression?  How  many  of  us 
can  name  the  Socialist  candidate  for  president?  How  far 
have  we  carried  this  spirit  of  a  “game  ?’’ 

It's  still  not  too  late  to  do  some  serious  thinking.  It  is 
still  two  weeks  until  wei  go  to  the  polls  to  vote.  Many  of 
us  are  old  enough  to  vote  in  the  official  election ;  others  of 
us  are  almost  of  legal  voting  age;  probably  all  of  us  will 
be  of  voting  age,  by  the  next  presidential  election.  Shouldn’t 
we  enter  into  this  mock  election  with  sufficient  gravity  to 
serve  us  as  good  practice  for  the  day  when  we  will  cast  our 
first  official  vote  for  the  president  of  the  United  States?

liessee  have  invented  a  mechanical 
cotton  picker.  Trials  at  the  Delta 
Experiment  Station  in  Mississippi 
have  demonstrated  that  this  ma¬ 
chine  is  capable  of  doing  in  seven 
and  a  half  hours  the  work  for 
which  one  man  would  require  three 
and  a  half  months  to  do  by  hand. 

Along  with  the  increase  of  cot¬ 
ton  acreage  in  the  world  has  gone 
an  increase  also  in  the  substitutes 
for  cotton.  From  1912  to  1933 
the  consumption  of  rayon  in  this 
countvy  had  increased  from  2,700,- 
000  pounds.  This  is  only  one  of 
several  synthetic  fabrics  which 
can  be  cheaply  manufactured  and 
which  are  becoming  more  and  more 
preferred  for  certain  types  of 
wearing  apparel. 

In  the  light  of  these  facts  it 
would  seem  that  the  South  is 
faced  with  the  very  difficult  prob¬ 
lems  of  providing  new  fields  of 
employment  for  millions  of  dis¬ 
placed  Cotton  farmers  |and  new 
methods  of  utilizing  millions  of 
acres  of  land  which  must  be  with¬ 
drawn  from  the  cotton  production. 
This  is  no  easy  task  since  tech¬ 
nology  has  made  slight  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  using  more  men  in  in¬ 
dustries  and  there  is  already  an 
overproduction  of  practically  all 
kinds  of  farm  products. 

In  this  brief  article  it  is  impos¬ 
sible  to  develop  any  plan  for  re¬ 
gional  reconstruction  but  atten¬ 
tion  can  be  called  to  certain  sign 
posts  which  point  towards  the  di¬ 
rection  in  which  this  planning 
could  go.  Studies  of  the  dietary 
habits  of  Southern  people  reveal 
startling  deficiencies  in  the 
amounts  of  fruits,  vegetables  and 
milk  consumed.  It  follows  then 
that  many  acres  could  be  devoted 
to  the  production  of  these  crops.

This  week  we  present  to  you 
the  final  candidate — the  favorite 
son  of  the  “solid  South”— tile 
standard  bearer  of  the  Democratic 
Party— Franklin  Delano .  Roosevelt. 

He  is  a  member  of  a  distincly 
aristocratic  group— New  York's 
original  four  hundred.

He  has 
served  as  Assitant  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  (a  position  traditional  to 
the  Roosevelt  family)  and  Gover¬ 
nor  of  New  York. 

In  August,  1921,  he  wa^  strick¬ 
en  with  infantile  paralysis.  For 
a  time  it  was  believed  that  the 
illness  would  be  fatal,  but  every 
Georgian  is  familiar  with  the 
story  of  his  recovery,  aided!  large¬ 
ly  by  the  exercises  taken  ia  the 
waters  of  Warm  Springs, 

Roosevelt  believes  that  there  is 
a  war  on  for  the  survival  of  de¬ 
mocracy.  “We  are  fighting,”  he 
says,  “to  save  a  great  and  previous 
form  of  government  for  ourselves 
and  for  the  world.” 

This  presentation  of  Roosevelt’s 
;  background  concludes  the  short 
sketches  of  the  presidential  can¬ 
didates.  We  have  presented 
Aiken,  of  the  Socialist  Laborites; 
Colvin,  the  Prohibitionist;  Brow¬ 
der,  the  Communist;  and  Thomas, 
the  Socialist;  Lemke,  the  Union¬ 
ist;  Landon,  the  Republican;  and 
Roosevelt,  the  Democrat.
